Queen Victoria Shot at by an As- 
sassin.

She Escapes Unhurt— The Attempted As- 
sassination Made at Windsor. 


England. 

LONDON, 6:30 March 2.—The Press Asso- 
ciation says Queen Victoria was fired at at 
Windsor Railway Station to-day. She es- 
caped unhurt. 

THE ASSASSIN ARRESTED. 

WINDSOR, March 2, Evening.—As the 
Queen was entering her carriage this even- 
ing, a man in the station yard deliberately 
fired a pistol at her. The man, who was a 
miserable-looking object, was immediately 
seized by several policemen and taken to the 
Windsor Police Station. No one was hurt. 

THE MAN WHO FIRED. 

The man who fired at the Queen gives his 

name as Roderick MacLean. 
7 30 r. M. 

The Queen drove off to the Castle imme- 
diately after she was fired at. The miscreant 
was followed to the police station by a large 
crowd of people. Newspaper hawkers are 
now crying the news on the London streets. 
It causes a great sensation. 

THE MISCREANT. 

LONDON, March 2.—The miscreant gives 
his name as Roderick MacLean. He was with 
difticulty rescued fromthe the crowd. The 
Queen arrived at Windsor about 5:25. She 
had been in London since Tuesday where she 
gave a drawing-room on Wednes lay in honor 
of Princess Helena of Waldeck, who is to 
marry Prince Leopold. A crowd assembled 
at Buckingham Palace this morning in hopes

THE QUEEN DRIVE OUT. 
The demeanor of the people was cordial as 
usual. 
There was a large crowd of spectators 


awaiting the Queen,s arrival at Windsor. 


Ts Gireén walked across the platform of the 
railway station to the carriage, which waiting 
lo take her to the§Castle. 
JOHN BROWN 
had already ascended to the seat behind the 
calriage When a man standing at the entrance 
to the station yard, among the spectators, 
pointed a pistol at the carriage and fired. 
To judge from the report the pistol was not 
heavily loaded. The Queen, who was proba- 
bly not aware what had happened, was im- 
mediately driven to the Castle, but before 
she passed 
THE MAN HAD BEEN SEIZED 

by the superintendent of the borough 
police, who was standing near by. 
He was violently seized by the crowd, 


‘and only rescued when two or three 


policemen came to the superintsndent’s 
assistance. The pistol was captured by one of 
the crowd, MacLean who was miserably clad 
was taken into High street, and thence con- 


veyed to the police station in a cab. 
PREVIOUS ATTEMPTS ON VICTORIA’S LIFE. 

The attempted assassination of the Queen 
was known at 6:30 p. m. in London to-day, 
und the news was received in the Posaz-DIs- 
PATCH Office at 2:15 p. m. 

Previous to the attempt on her life to-day 
the Queen has been tnree timesshot at. Once 


struck in the face, once threatened with a 
loaded and once with an unloaded pistol. The 
first attempt on the Queen's lite 
was made June 10, 1840, by Ed 
ward Oxtord, a lad of 17 He fired two shots 
deliberately, but missed. His was much the 
sume kind oon character as Guiteau’s. He was 
half crazy with a longing for notoriety. He 
was pronounced insane by a jury and sen. 
tenced to he confined in a lunatic asylum dur. 
ing ber Majesty's pleasure. John Francis, son of 
a machinistin Drury Lane, fired at the Queen 
May 30, 1842, from the very spot where Oxford 
had stood. lle was but a tew feet fromthe 
carriage, which, fortunately, was driving at 
n rapid pace, and missed his aim. He 
was condemned to death. but 
his sentence was commuted to 
imprisonment for life. The very day after this 
mitigation of punishment became known, & 
hunch-backed boy named Beab made another 
attempt on the Queen’s life. He presented a 
pistol at her carriage, but was not permitted 
to fire it. The pistol was load 
ed with powder, paper tightly ram- 
med down aud some scraps of a 
clay pipe. Bean was imprisoned eighteen 
months. An Irish bricklayer named Hamilton 
fired a visto! lorded with powder at her 
Majesty May 19, 1849, on Constitution Hill, 
where two previous attempts bad been made. 
His sentence was seven years’ transportation. 
Robert Pate, a cashiered lieutenant of Hus- 
sars, struck her Majesty in the face with a 
stick May 27, 1860. His sentence also was seven 


years’ transportation. Arthur O’Connor, a 
boy of seventeen, presented an unloaded pis- 
tol at the Queen, February 29, 1872. He was 
whipped and ——ͤ— — for a year. The

Sensational Crime. 

KEWAUNEE, WIS., March 2.—A startling 
disclosure was made here yesterday, which 
uncovers the mystery surrounding the death 
of John Goettinger, whowas burned in the 
town of Ahnapee three years ago last July. 
Suspicion at that time pointed toward Jacob 
Blarnek, a wealthy farmer of the town of 
Ahnapee, as having put Goettinger out of 


the way, but the testimony before the Coron- 
er's jury threw no light on the manner of 
Goettinger’s death, and there the matter 
iropped until seyeral days ago. Then one 
John Barta publicly averred that Blarnek’s 
wife, who is Goettinger’s daughter, 
KILLED HER FATHER. 

Thereupon an action for slander was to be 
commenced, but Jacob Kozina, an employe 
of Blarnek’s, yesterday afternoon made a full 
confession regarding the affair, among other 
things stating that Mrs. Blarnek and Mrs. 
Goettinger stabbed a pitchfork into Goettin- 
ver’s stomach, and on the night following 
burned his body ip ashed onthe dead man’s 
premises. The deputy sheriff and a posse of 
men brought the women as prisoners to this 
piace to-day. Itis believed they will waive 
examination and be bound over to appear at 
the April term ofthe Circnit Court for this 
county.

ON THE BOURSE. 


Heavy Deliveries of Wheat on 
March Contracts. 


Whitmore vs. Rosenberg—Flour and 
Chromos—Items of Interest. 


The wheat market for cash and March re- 
ceived its expected blow this morning, and for 
a short time was badly demoralized. This wag 
through heavy deliveries of spot No. 2 red 
winter upon March contracts, which momen- 
tarily had a very depressing effect. It 
has been pretty well known that the combina- 
tion that attempted to ‘‘corner’’ February 
wheat were short March at high prices against. 
all the cash they were carrying; indeed, it is 
understood, having sold much more wheat 
for March than there was cash grain in store 
here. It was thought by a good many outside 
the combination that they would take 
ths fi. st opportunity to unload 
the cash grain they.were carrying upon the 
parties to whom they had it sold. Yesterday,as 
the first day of the month,was the first chance 
they had and a good many expected them 
to start the cash out then, but for some reason 
they did not do so. Perhaps Chicago was too 
strong. At any rate they dia not make any de- 


liveries,and cash wheat, while sinking to $1 24, 
or near to March price, did not exhibit any 
great weakness. Indeed, large sales were re- 
ported at this price—100,000 bushels for ship- 
ment East and 15,000 bushels to city millers. 
This morning, however, the expected deliver- 
les commenced and a large amount was sent 
around, the lots ranging trom 5,000 to 100,000 
bushels, to different — who had the 
March bought from the cumbination. The 
effect of these deliveries was at once to knock 
the , underpinning out from under March, 
which at the 10 o’clock call fell fully 3c a 
bushel from the price it was otfered at late 
esterday. Sales were made on tuts call at 
rom $1 iN, to 51 18A, but at thesc low prices a 
demand cropped outthat steadied the mar- 
ket and subsequently turned prices up- 
ward, the option selling right after the 
call at 31 197% The programme of the 
combination holding the cash wheat is 
said to have been about as follows: They had 
March soid heavily at high tgures, as stated 
above, and they of course wanted the market 
forced down as low as possible, when they 
could turninand duy in their shorts at a 
bandsome profit,thus reimbursing themselves 
in part for what they didn’t nake on their 
Febraary ‘‘corner.’’ In order to break the 
market all they would have to do would be to 
throw all the cash they held upon the market 
inthe torm ot deliveries to the parties to 
whom they had it sold. ‘Lhis they did this 
morning, delivering, so they suid, all the cash 
they heid, amounting in the aggregate to 
about 750,000 bushels, with the effect stated 
above. That the market did not break 
any more than it did was entirely 
due to the demand that stepped ftorward for, 
it. gat the regular noon call, Where most ofjthe 
cash grades are sold, not alone were March 
shorts buying cash No.2 red, but Stanard, 
Kaufiman, Charley Hazel and other millers 
were prompt buyers at around S1 , and there 
call for it for shipment

cash only got as low as $1 18%, 
and at $119 and above there were 


pretty free buyers. Late, hOwever, the mar- 
ket for cash and March broke downto 51 13, 
with free sellers and no buyers.

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DENVER’S SENSATION. 


A Murder Trial That Ended in 
Acquittal. 


An Interesting Mixture ef Love, Crime 
and Insanity.

Hon. Leonard Swett returned yesterday 


from Denver, where he went to defend Stick- 
ney for killing Campau. A reporter calied on 


bim and began an inquiry for information, 
asking if the verdict was unexpected to him. 


He replied: 


„No, it was not. The case was very close, 
but we expected all the time to win it. The 


case, in short, was this: Mr. Stickney for- 


merly lived in this city. His father died when 
he was young, leaving his mother, three 
Atthe age of 13 he

here, and remained with himayear. At 14 
he became a clerk in the County Clerk’s office 
under Charley Farwell. He was so proficient

war. As soon as he returned to Chicago, Mr. 
Farwell gave him a place in his store as book- 
keeper, and he remained with him about two 
years andahaif. During ali this time he 
gave substantially all his earnings to his 


mother for her support and to his sister for 
her education. He then formed a partnership 
at Albany with Mr. Little, the law book pub- 
lisher, and shortly before the fire established 
a branch of that bnsiness in Chicago. At the 
time of the fire he lost all he had accumulated 
except alot worth $4,000, which he gave to 
hie mother, and then started to go through 
Harvard College atthe age of 26. He fitted 
for college in nine months, the ordinary time 
being from two to three years, and he gradu- 
ated eleventh in a class of 135. After this he 
taught several years in academies in the East, 
andin 1880 wentto Denver. He located his 
wife comfortably in Denver, and she was to 
teach lessons in music while he went to the 
Gunnison country to prospect and labor 
as a miner. After being absent in the 
mountains about three months he 
returned to Denver, and, in the 
course of ten days, ascertained that his wife 
bad been guilty of criminal intimacy with a 
manin Denver by the name of Campau. The 
wife hitherto had borne a good character, but 
was — 20 years old. Ia her confession to 
her husband, in order to prevent him from 
attacking Campau, she took a large portion 
of the blame upon herself. Stickney went to 
Campau, and, in short, it was arranged that 
he should convey to Stickney property claim- 
edto be worth $3,000, and execute to him 
seven $1,000 notes, due six months apart from 
each other. He was intending to leave his 
wife, and this was merely intended by him as 
a fund for ber support. The wife begged not 
to be left in Denver, but to be brought to 
Chicago. So he took ber with him, and upon 
the train she told him that she was not at all 
in fault, but yielded as a result of force. 
Stickney then condoned the offense, and weut 
to Palatine, in this county, where he taught 
echool during the winter. 

“Stickney failed to record the deed of trust 
securing the payment of the seven $1,000 
notes, and after he left Denver Campau sold 
the property to other parties, In the trust 
deed Sticaney bad permitted Campau's part- 
ner to act as trustee, and, asthe first note 
became due, that trustee wrote to Stickney 
that it was doubtful if Campsau would pay 
the rst note: that he had better send all tne 
notes and the deed of trust tothe First Na- 
tional Bank of Denver; that all might be de- 


em if he failed to pay the first. The very 
ay they arrived Campau enjoined their col- 
lection by a bill in chancery, which must have 
been prepured before that day, and the facts 
in connection with it showed that the trustee 
and Campau were acting in collusion. This 
bill charged that the intercourse between 
Campau and the wife was had by connivance 
with the husband and that,in fact,Stickney and 
his wife were never married. Stickney im- 
mediately went to Denver and filed an answer 
to this bill. After the answer was filed, desir- 
ing to make some immaterial change in its 
hraseology, he went to the clerk with his 
awyer, took the answer and made some 
changes init by erasure and interlineation, 
and then reswore to it. His attorney told 
him this course was proper, amendments 
being made to pleadings in Colorado under 
their statute as a matter of course. The other 
side called the attention of the court to the 
change, and the court decided it was made in 
an improper manner, ordered the answer 
stricken from the files and that a new answer 
could be filed only on condition of paying to 
the opposite party $100. The publication of 
the charges in Campau’s bill caused 
Stickney to be regarded in Denver 
as simply a blackmaiier. He was 
asked to leave boarding-houses, not 
to attend the church he had been attending. 
and was frowned upon generally. He got 
Campau indicted for making a fraudulent 
conveyance to another party of the land 
ledged to secure bis notes, and was about to 
ave him indicted forrape, his wife having 
come to Denver for the purpose of being a 
witness, when, going bome at noon one day, 
he found that his wife had left for the East, 
taking with her his 3-year-old girl, and leay- 
ing a note stating that he would never see her 
or hear from heragain. That afternoon he 
seemed to his friends crazed and deranged, 
and at about 6 o’clock went to the boarding- 
house where Campau lived, and as Campau 
came from the supper-table into the parlor to 
see some one he did not know Stickney com- 
menced firing at him. Campau ran into the 
dining-room where several people were at 
supper, Stickney following and shooting as 
he ran. At the kitchen door Campau fell 
dead, anda shot fired at bim in his flight 
missed him, but instantly killed Mrs. Dever- 
eaux, a young woman who was sitting at the 
table and happened to be in range. 

On the side of the prosecution it was 
proved that Stickney had often made threats 
and on one occasiou wrote Campau a letter, 
in substance threatening to kill him. Six 
doctors of Denver were put upon the stand 
and swore that under the case as proved, in 
their opinion, Stickney was sane at the time 
of the killing, and the act grew out of re-

Snowless winters have their drawbacks. 
Apart from the epidemic of influenza and 
bronchial affections encouraged by the per- 
sistent damp and rainless season, lovers of 
the — — are threatened with a griev- 
ous disappointment during the coming sum- 
mer. It is quite true that the householder 
rejoices; his pipes are intact, his roof is water- 
tight, shoeless urchins have not howled at 
his door with their importunate offers of as- 
sistance, mendacious mendicants have not 
chanted in the frozen roadway, the vestries 
and the parishes have not once been hauled 
over the coals for their dilatoriness in not 
carting off the unsavory refuse, and no single 
passenger has sprained his ankle over a slip- 
pery coal plate; but to make up for all this, 
the rivers are running dry, we are to have no 
more wierfalis, and the open winter, as it is 
called, is prophesied tojend in an unwholesome 
drought.

An Orange-Wrapping in Florida. 
Florida Letter in Atlanta Coustitution. 

Last night our party of tourists went to an 

*‘orange-wrapping.’’ A large warehouse 
belonging to the Wilkinson place was lighted 
up with candles placed along the walls, and 
all the help“ of the neighborhood was gath- 
ered. In one corner of the room there were 
huge boxes filled with oranges. They were 
rigged with handles at each end, and it took 
two men to bring one ofthemin. On the op- 
posite side of the room were long tables, be- 
hind which werejthe *‘wrappers.”? The fruit 
was supplied to them by boys, who carried it 
in bread-trays, putting a tray to every three 
men. Before each man was a package of tis- 
sue paper. By a dexterous movement, an 
orange was enveloped in a leaf of paper by 
one movement. As the fruit was wrapped it 
was dropped into another tray, which was 
carried to the “‘packers,’? who stood before a 
pile of empty crates. Each orange was 
placed in the crate seperately, being packed 
in ciose rows. Acrate holds from 120 to 140 
oranges, and sells here for $3. The oranges 
are not brought direct from the grove to the 
packing-house, but rest a day or two in the 
drying-house. There they are spread over 
lattice shelves, where they go through a 
“sweating” process before they are ready for 
shipment. 
The scene in the wrapping-house was a 
pretty one. The golden fruit piled in rich 
profusion, the men and boys laughing as they 
handled it so rapidly, the orderiy crates with 
their tempting contents, a heap of pine- 
apples in an odd corner, filling the room with 
their exquisite flavor, huge bunches of ban- 
nanas with just a fleck of yellow here and 
there amid the green, clean-looking lemons 
almost as large as the oranges heaped off to 
themselves, great citrons with their royal 
gold color, groups of boatmen and hunters 
with their swarthy faces and picturesque at- 
tire lending a hand wherever it was needed, 
a negro With a banjo strumming rude tunes 
to which the crowd gave casual accompani- 
ment, the ladies watching curiously and 
sampling an orange now and then—these 
were some of the elements that made up the 
ecene—the whole being enlivened with the 
haste and bustle of getting ready against the 
next day’s boat and having the fruit ready to 
go out with the ship.

EASTERN CRIME. 


Doings of a Gang of Outlaws Near 
Troy, N. Y. 
Troy Special to the Chicago Tribune. 


The operations of a desperate gang of law- 
breakers create much excitement in Massa- 
chusetts and the districts on the boraers of 
New York and Vermont. The illicit work of 
the panded brotherhood centers in Hartwell- 
ville, but periodical raids are made into the 
towns of Readeboro, Searsburg, Stratton and 
Summit. This band is considered the mast 
dangerous that hasever been organized in 
Vermont, or perhaps anywhere in the North- 
ern or Eastern States. The members of the 

ang are Edson Fuller, the condemned mur- 
— of Witham, Elliott Fuller, his son, Cal- 
vin Fuller (Edson’s brother), Art Belden, 
and some ten or fifteen others, who are quite 
well known, but who have not yet been de- 
tected in their crimes, which are 
of every imaginable kind. This horde of out- 
laws have a cave in the mountains (the Hoo- 
sac range furnishes many secret retreats for 
all classes of marauders), it is believed, where 
they store their plunder until they can dis- 
pose of it; at least, it is known that they have 
some place where they conceal their ill-gotten 
gains, and it has not yet been possible for the 
officers of the law to discover it. Their recent 
stronghold is thought by some to be in the 
Somerset forest, which is one of the wildest 
regions of the earth. The criminals are be- 
lieved to be connected with other outiaw 
organizations operating in Vermont and New 
York, and are united by a regular code of 
secret signs and signals. 

They have carried on a thriving business in 
stealing wool and other factory supplies by 
the wholesale. Hundreds of prominent cot- 
ton and woolen manufacturing establishments 
have been plundered, and thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of textile fabrics and goods have 
been carried to the secret depository of the 
gang. The North Adams, Mass., industrial 
establishments have suffered greatly from the 
predatory incursions. In some instances 
whole cargoes of wool and manufactured ar- 
ticles have been stolen. An impression pre- 
vails in police circles to tbe effect that the 
plunder is transported to Lake Champlain 
and smuggled to the Canadian side, where it 
is disposed of. A large quantity of wool and 
manufactured goods were stolen a year ago 
and sold at Brattleboro, Vt., and Witham, 
who was brutally murdered, claimed to have 
evidence that Edson Fuller, who shot him, 
was in that job, and it is generally believed 
that Witham’s knowledge of Fuller’s crook- 
edness was one of the principal motives im- 
peliing the murder. 

Belden, now out on bail for the Dover 
stealing affair, is said to have been seen a 
few days ago at Fuller’s house. All 
in Vermont who are not connected with the 
law-breakers, are afraid of their lives, and 
do not dare to keep their eyes open too much, 
or to go out after dark. 

**Old Cal Fuller,“ brother of the murderer, 
is a peculiar character. He is a rather lean 
old villain, who stoops very much and walks 
with the stealth of a panther. He is an 
almost perfect counterpart of Cooper’s hero, 
Natty — in wood- craft, but has none 
of Natty’s kiad and lovable qualities. It is 
stated that he goes through tne forest with 
the secrecy of an Indian. It is impossible 
to get men to go into that region to ferret out 
the doings of the gang. Several officers that 
were engaged to detect and capture 
members of the band have mysteriously 
disappeared, and itis thought they have been 
murdered. Any one who enters the so-called 
domain of the criminals is liable to be shot 
down even in broad daylight as they 
go through the woods. The approach- 
ing murder trial Wil make plen- 
ty of bad blood and somebody 
will have to suffer forit. There is a stron 
probability that it old Fuller is not remove 
from Bennington jail to some safe place be- 
fore long he will never see Windsor prison 
andthe gallows it holds, for the gang here 
mean to rescue him, and will do it. Several 
Ku-Klux missives have peen sent to parties 
who have been concerned in police investiga- 
tion against Fuller, warning them, under 
penalty of terrible and speedy death, not to 
appear as witnesses against him. 

So extensive and flagrant bave become thé 
outrages of the freebooters recently that the 
authorities have determined upon the adop- 
tion of more organized and vigorous meas- 
ures for the suppression of the criminality. 
The State constabulary isto be strengthen- 
ed, while experienced and shrewd detectives 
are to be employed by the manufacturers 
that have suffered from the depredations of 
law-breakers. After all the necessary ar- 
rangements are completed a general and pow- 
erful onslaugnt will be made upon the head- 
quarters of the brotherhood. should it be 
rendered necessary the State militia may be 
called into requisition. The Gov- 
ernors of New York and Mas- 
sachusetts have promised to aid the Vermont 
authorities, and it is expected that an active 
crusade will be commenced against the law- 
less characters within a few days.

Two other members of the gang 
committed a similar crime between North 
Adams and Hoosac last summer, and several 
Massachusetts State Constables have been 
trying to capture them, but have so far failed 
in doing so.

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BROKEN BANKS. 


Winding Up of the Defunct Ger- 
man Bank. 


Out of $188,693 the Creditors Re- 


ceive $148,555. 


The Expenses Amount to Little Over 
$40,000,

What Nvidends the Assignee Has De- 
clared. 


The final report of the assignee, C. G. Stifei, 
in the affairs of the defunct German Bank, has 
just been filed in the Circuit Court. The Post. 
DISPATCH has given some attention of late to 
the winding ub of wrecked institution, 
insurance companies, etc., as reported 
to the courts, the exhibits furnishing 
much food for comment among the creditors 
and the general public. Ivis not proposed to 
omitfrom the interesting record of absorp- 
tion the banks which have gone under within 
the past decade in St. Louis, and in that con- 
nection it wil be well to review 
the condition and management of 
those institutions prior to the closing of the 
doors. There wore few greater surprises for 
the community than the announcement of the 


German Bank suspension in the summer of 
1877. Located atthe southeast corner of Fifth 
and Market streets, with every surrounding fea- 
ture of prosperity, the German stood well in 
public estimation. It had much of the busi- 
ness Of that portion of the city, and was essen- 
tially patronized by the careful German ele- 
ment. Its directory at the time of the crash 
was composed as follows: August Krieckhaus, 
. G. Stifel, Dr. Frederick Hill, 
Onas. Wezler, J. Lindenschmidt, Peter 
Weiss, P. J. Peters, Louis Baumann and A. 
F. Donk. While the maukgement of the 
German did not possess the unlimited con- 
fidence of banking circles, it was nevertheless 
A surprise to financiers when the black head- 
lines of the newspapers of the day proclaimed 
@ collapse at Fifth and Market. When 
the creditors somewhat recovered from the 
effects of the shock they began to cast around 
for developments ot the causes leading tothe 
aks and the press came promptly to their 
assistance as usual. It was soon discovered 
that the German had previously 
carri an immense number of 
time deposit accounts upon which it was pay- 
interest at no less than 6 per cent.

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THE TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


Extensive Damage and Interruption by the 
Late storm in the West. 


Col. L. C. Baker, superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in this 
city, received advices this morning to the ef- 
fect that before night all the lines of the com- 
pany would be again in operation. A number 
of the lines were badly damaged by the floods, 
but the greatest damage seems to have been 
done by the storm of the 18th ult., which raged 
with remarkable force in Central Missouri,and 
extended eastward into Lilinojs. For nearly 
forty hours a cold sleet fell akd was frozen 
until everything was covered with ice about 
an inchthick. Trees and bushes were weighted 
so heavily with the ice that they jwere crushed 
to the ground. An idea of th remarkable 
weight of the frigid covering may be ob- 
tained from the fact tha a hazel 
bush about three teet high| was placed 


on the scales in Sedalia and 
weigh 400 pounds. A northwest 
ing during the storm blew the 
one§side of the telegrapn poles 
forming a weight of ice that broke \oth an 
caused a large number of poles to top 
Over two hundred miles of wires dnd 
were down between St. Louis and Kansas , 
and business between these points was, for a 
time, very seriouslyinterfered with. The only 
way by which a telegram could reach Kansas 
City was to send it from here to Galveston, 
Texas, and from thence direct to Kansas City, 
or from here to Chicago,thence to Omaha, and 
thence to Kansas City. 

There are two direct lines from here to Kan- 
sas OCity—one over the line of the Wabash Rail- 
road with ten wires, and another over the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad with five wires. Both 
of these lines were badly wrecked in Central 
Missouri, as also wasthe line crossing them 
on the M., K. & T. R. R. from oberly 
to Fort Scott. For two days Sedalia and Fort 
Scott were cut off from telegraphic communt- 
cation with the outer worid, but a line was 
rigged up temporarily from Kansas City, which 
furaished Associated Press telegrams to the 
ne wspe pers of those cities. 

In conversation with a POSsST-DISPATCH re- 
porter to-day Col. Baker said: ‘‘Yes'erday we 
had three of the direct wires between bere and 
Kansas N. on the Missouri Pacific, in work- 
ing order, but an engine ran off the track, 
knocking downanumber of poles and dis- 
abling the line again. It will bein order, 
however, by night. We have had a force of 
300 mea at work between bere and Kansas City 
ever since the storm, who have had engines at 
their disposal torun up and down the tracks 
with every appliance that could help the work 
of repair along. { have shipped 400 new poles 
to be placed aiong the Wabash line, and when 
the reconstruction is completed the line will 
be more substavtial than ever. , 

Is it possible to estimate the amount of 
damage done along the line?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

No, it would be utterly impossible to make 
anvthing like an accurate estimate of it in 
dollars and cents. You see, we must take into 
consideration the cost of labor, the loss of 
business and the cost of material. Some of 
the polea are badly brokeu, while others have 
simply toppled over andcan be used again. 
It is probable that we wil) have to have almost 
— entire new line of poles on the Missouri

What isthe condition of other lines running

About 10 o’clock this morning a gang of 
men, probably forty in number, attractep con- 
siderable attention as they marched up South 
Fourth street in double file.

Fifty-Nine Horses, Numerous Buggies 
and Light Spring Wagons Paid 
for by the Citizens—An 
Extravagance of 
$15,000 a 
Year.

The beauties of office-holding in this burg 
come out strong in this delightful weather, 
During the cold and inclement winter months 
the barnacle ensconces himself luxuriously in 
his comfortable office quarters and tells funny 
stories to the reporters, or speculates upon 


how long 4a certain combination ot 
ward politicians will be able to hold 
their grip, but in the pleasant 


spring and summer months he _ throws 


dull care tothe tax-payers, and hies himself 
behind his spanking team (muintained at the 
expense of the aforesaid t. p.’s) tothe sweet- 
smelling country lanes and the fashionable 
park boulevards. If a particularly swell- 
looking turn-out is noticed a long, steady look 
at the box will show the words ‘‘City’’ painted 
in letters at least two inches high thereupon. 
A tax-payer is not unlikely to feel disposed to 
grumble, because his seat in the ve- 
niele is occupied by his servant instead of by 
himself. He cannot, however, take immediate 
possession, because under the ordinance there 
is only one class of persons who are entitled 
to take a drive at the expense of the munici- 
pality, and he does not belong to that class. 

To fully intorm the public as to the members 
of this set of happily situated inaividuals the 
POST-DISPATCH appends a list of the depart- 
mentstor which the city supplies horses and 
vehicles, and the number of horses and the 
character of the vehicles employed: 

Assessor ano Collector of Vehicles, 2 horses, 
1 buggy and 1 light wagon; Boiler Inspector, 2 
horses and 1 wagon; Health Commissioner, 33 
horses, 6 buggics and 9 wagons, inclusive 
of ambulances; Commissioner of Supplies, 1 
horse and 1 buggy; Coroner, 1 horse and 1 
buggy; Superintendent of Fire and Police 
Alarm Telegraph, 3 horses, 1 buggy and 2 
light wagons; Park Commissioner, 9 horses, 2 
buggies, I heuvy wagon and 2 light wagons; 
Sewer Commissioner, 1 horse and 1 buggy: 
Street Commissioner, 4 horses, 1 buggy and 
1 light wagons; Water Commissioner, 3 horses 
and 3 spring wagons. 

Besides the above the Board of Police Com; 
missioners used to take their ‘‘constitution- 
al’’ in a superb three-seated landau behind a 
pair of elegant thoroughbreds. Mayor Ewing 
drives his own horse and buggy up town from 
his residence in the extreme southern part of 
the city every morning, and pays for its keep 


out of his Own pocket. But the light 
weights’’ in the profession—for office- 
holding ig a profession—know a 
lrick worth two of the Mayor’s, 


and manage to enjoy life behind their teams 
without fear of its adding to their individual 
expense account. 


The horses and buggies are kept at the va- 


rious private livery stables throughout the 
city, usually at the one nearest the residence 
of the head of the department to which they 
belong, and their average cost to the city is 
$18 per month, thus creating a total expense 
to the city of over $1,000 per month, but it dare 
not be said that the city gets what banks call 
value received’’ for this money.

They establish what 
the PosT-DISPATCH has always insisted was 
true of the public service in this city—that the 
Municipal Treasury has a number of drains 
which allow small butinthe aggregrate im- 
mense amounts of revenue to literally 
escape upon Darren and unproductive soil.

Men Drowned, Women and Children 
Half Naked—A Terrible Con- 
dition of Affairs. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., March 2.—Private letters 
from Riverton, Miss., one hundred and fifty 
miles below Memphis, and one hundred and 
seventy five miles above Vicksburg, say: The 
levee broke on Monday night, and the loss of 
property is fearful. Some people were 


drowned, among the number Ben. Heyno, 
shipping clerk for Frank & Reinach. He 
tried to go to the assis'ance of Mrs. Brad- 
shaw, and was drawn into the channel by the 
break and 

DROWNED. 


The stock is all drowned and there are no 
provisions forthe poor people to subsist on. 
The break occurred about 100 
yards above Duncan’s. We have 
sent to Terrine for the steamer Plowbcy to 
come and take the women and children to 
Memphis. 

THEY ARE SUFFERING GREATLY, 
having lost everything they possessed,and the 
clothing they have on their bodies is the only 
property they saved. It is impossible to de. 
scribe the rearful huvoc aud destruction the 
waters have made. Besidesthe break at River- 
ton there are two more, one at Wright’s, one 
mile below, anq another at Judge Miles’ place, 


two miles below Riverton. Miles’ 
horses, cows; goats and houses 
pass by continually. Add to these 


falling. crushing timber, and you then have 
the taintest idea of things. In Duncan’s 
house there must be no lessthan twenty-five 
women and children, and a good many more 
huddled together on the levee. It is pitiful to 
see them, 

HALF NAKED, FROZEN AND HUNGRY. 
Every house at Riverton, except Duncan’s and 
Frank Reinach’s, has either floated off oris 
so damaged by tbe washing away of blocks 
that they will be unfit for habitation when the 
waters decline. The levee in front of Dun- 
can’s house is weak and there is danger 
of its breaking.

A SILVER JUBILEE.

Judge Treat’s Twenty-Fifth An- 
niversary as U. S. District 
Judge. 


——— ——̃ 
Action of the Bar—A Sketch of the Dis- 
tinguished Jurist’s Life. 


There will be a large gathering of the bar 
to-morrow morningin the United States Court, 
the occasion of Judge Treat’s twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of judicial service on the Fed- 
eral district bench. As was intimat- 
ed in the Post-DIsPaTcH yesterday, 


Judge Treat has declined the compliment of 
a banquet on the part of the bar. He gives 
his reasons in a well- worded letter to John R. 
Shepley, Judge Hayden and the other bar- 
risters having the matter in hand. The 
Judge believes in strictly preserving the 
impersonal nature of the judiciary, especially 
80 as he is not retiringfrom the bench. He 
requests moreover that the business of the 


court shall not be interrupted by any 
special or ceremonial notice of the 
anniversary. The recognition will therefore 


simply take the form of resolutions already 
prepared and which will be handed up tothe 
bench,expressing the respect, esteem and con- 


gratulation of the profession. Fully forty 
years azo Judge Samuel Treat 
bent his steps from the East 


toward St. Louis. Those were steamboating 
days, and he met perchance a traveler from 
Louisviile, shad Penn, who was likewise in- 
tending to locate here. Young Treat was a 
Harvard man and a thorough classical 
scholar. Penn was prospecting in early journ- 
alism and he was impressed with the idea that 
his fellow traveler, who had no defined future, 
would make a valuable member of his editorial 
staff. Penn’s plan was to establish here an 
anti-Benton Democratic paper, oe 
State rights, and Judge Treat wasin accor 

with those views. The paper made a fair start 
and .succeeded well. In course of 
time Penn died and Judge Treat was troubled 
with affection of the lungs which necessitated 
atripto Havana. That marked his sever-. 
ance from the Penn newspaper, but upon his 
return to St. Louis he engaged in other news- 
paver writing and took 1 deep 
interest in political subjects. Judge 
Treat was a member of the. old school of Dem- 
ocrats and used a trenchant pen in the polit- 
ical columns ofthe anti Free Soil paper with 
which his early journalistic career was identi- 


fied. His moral courage cropped out ina 
lively way upon several occasions in 
the early history of this city. In 1846 


he received-the appointment of Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas and was subsequently 
elected to that position, 

DEFEATING MONTGOMERY BLAIR 

Judge Treat served eleven years on 
the Common Pleas bench here, and 
in 1857 President Franklin Pierce 
nominated him to the position of Judge of the 
United States Court, Missouri district. T. C. 
Reynolds, atterward Governor of Missouri, 
was appointed Clerk of the Court. In 1865, at 
the close of the war, reorganization 
was effected, and subsequently the 
Federal district of Missouri was 
divided Judge Treat remaining in the Eastern 
District, which included St. Louis. Judge 
Treat delivered a charge tothe grand jury in 
1865 which was impressed with the duty of 
citizens to the State and the country, and 20,- 
000 copies of it were scattered 
throughout the land. He is now 
several years short of seventy, the period for 
full pension retirement. His efforts were di- 
rected not long since to urging a retirement of 
Federal Judges after twenty-five years’ service 
on full pay, which is $3,500 per annum, but the 
step has not yet met with favor at the national 
capital. 

Judge Treat attends to thelbusiness of both 
the United States District and Circuit Courts 
and occupies a seat onthe bench of the United 
States Circuit Court when Justice Miller and 
Judge McCrary of this district sit here in im 
portant cases. It will be remembered that he 
sat with Judge Dillon duringithe Whisky Ring 
trials. The Judge a few years since made an 
unfortunate mining speculationin Montana, 
which crippled his finances and ren- 
derea it necessary to place R 
plaster on bis residence. As a mark 
of the high esteem in which his friends, lead- 
ing citizens and lawyers held him, a subscrip- 
tion was guietly taken up and the mortgage 


was lifted. Judee Treat’s health has not 
been good of late years, and he 
has taken two trips across the 


ocean to Europe for recuperative purposes. 
The only criticism ever pointed at this distin- 
guished jurist had reference to his strong 


political pro-slavery sentiments. In the 
davs of the old Custom-house Judge 
Treat was known as 1 con- 
vivial, whole-souled gentleman, and 


he shared at the time the penchant of the of- 
ficials in the Government building for good old 
Bourbon, whichient a spirit and flavor to his 
rulings on the bench.
